that 46,682 cars have actually been 
received by the roads

benefit this arbitrary movement is 
ordered. 
Among the immediate re­ 
sults will be increased facilities for 
the prompt shipment of lumber to 
arm y cantonments and to the ship­ 
building yards.

I tie development was not unex- 
pec*ed by many

officers. 
\\ hen the offensive of July I was 
started bv the Russian forces the 
most frequent comment heard here 
was that it was probably flu* dying 
kirk of the old Russian machine. 
Most observers were frankly skep­ 
tical that it could produce any de­ 
cided result. 
For the United States the Rus­ 
sian collapse may have 
an 
im­ 
mediate and direct bearing. It will,
